Commuter Buses 
Still Have Woes

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
Golden Gate Bridge District’s 
new commuter bus system ran 
far smoother last night than it 
had early last week in its first 
few days of operations, but long 
waits and standing-room-only 
still plagued several routes 
from the financial district to 
Marin. 
. The delays, one of which 
caught the “father” of the new 
bus system, lasted up to almost 
a half hour for commuters re­ 
turning to the Tiburon Peninsu­ 
la, Mill Valley and Novato. But 
many believed the bridge dis­ 
trict was doing its best to im­ 
prove operations, and urged pa­ 
tience by commuters. 
Standing in the middle of a 
line of some 30 persons bound 
for Novato and San Marin was 
former bridge director Thomas 
D. Hardcastle of Novato, who

was the prime mover behind 
the district’s entry into bus 
operations. It was his first ride 
aboard the new coaches, he 
said, noting he has commuted 
for several years on a charter 
bus from Eastshore Lines. 


Hardcastle had to wait al­ 
most a half-hour before an 
empty bus arrived to clear up 
the entire Novato-San Marin 
line. Three earlier buses either 
were too full to stop or could 
take only a few standees. 
At one point, everyone in 
front of him boarded a bus, but 
then the driver cut the line off 
at Hardcastle’s nose. 
But the former bridge di­ 
rector, who served on the board 
from 1962 to 1968, appealed to 
commuters to “give the transit 
system our whole-hearted sup-

has predicted a general Com­ 
munist offensive throughout In­ 
dochina to coincide with Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s February visit to 
Peking, and a North Vietnam­ 
ese offensive in Laos moved on 
unchecked despite massive U.S. 
air attacks. 
U.S. military spokesmen dis­ 
closed the North Vietnamese 
have moved missiles deep into 
southern Laos for the first time 
and said two SAMs were fired 
at a F4 Phantom jet near Se- 
pone, but missed. Military 
sources in recent days have 
reported an increase in MIG 
activity along the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail, too. 
R52s operating out of Bang­ 
kok pounded Communist supply 
trails and the U.S. command 
said a F105 Thunderchief fired 
a missile at a North Vietnam­ 
ese antiarcraft base after elec­ 
tronic devices discovered the 
Communists were about to fire 
at the bombers. It was the 
fourth such “protective reac­ 
tion” strike this year. 
Despite the air raids North 
V ietnam ese drove L aotian 


troops out of the village of Ban 
Nhik in southern Laos near the 
town of Pakse, inflicting heavy 
losses and virtually slicing off 
the southern tip of Laos. They 
also drove close to the CIA base 
of Long Chen, 80 miles north of 
Vientiane. 


Military spokesmen in Saigon 
said the South Vietnamese 
pulled out of Krek, Suong and 
all other Cambodian bases be­ 
yond a new operations bounda­ 
ry three miles inside Cambodia 
in the area 80 miles northwest 
of Saigon. They said they did so 
to strengthen the Saigon area 
against an expected Communist 
offensive. 


They said there had been an 
upsurge of infiltration toward 
Saigon in the last several days, 
with one small guerrilla group 
striking only six miles away on 
Monday. 


Newspapers in Phnom Penh 
said the South Vietnamese with­ 
drew from the Cambodian bor­ 
der positions without informing 
the Cambodians in advance and 
without giving the Cambodians 


operating with them a chance 
to regroup. 
Col. Thach Chanh, command­ 
er of the 2,400-man Cambodian 
brigade, said that his men 
would be quickly overrun with­ 
out South Vietnamese support 
and that he would rather face 
jail than stay in the small camp 
at Krek without that support. 
Tran Van Phuoc, the South 
Vietnamese am bassador to 
Cambodia, told UPI corre­ 
spondent Kate Webb in Phnom 
Penh before flying back to Sai­ 
gon today that he was “angry” 
at Cambodian press reports 
complaining about behaviour of 
South Vietnamese troops on 
Cambodian soil. 
He said the South Vietnamese 
were being pulled back to meet 
a dry season threat aimed at 
the Central Highlands and the 
Cambodian border province of 
Tay Ninh-—“as usual they want 
to take a couple of provinces.” 
Despite the withdrawal from 
Krek. South Vietnamese and 
Cambodian forces were report­ 
ed still carrying out a sweep in 
the Angel’s Wing area of Cam­ 
bodia, which juts into South 
Vietnam. Military sources in 
Phnom Penh said the drive 
through Prey Veng and Svay 
Rieng provinces had met no 
resistance. 
The South Vietnamese pulled 
out of Kre, Suong and other 
bases in the rubber plantation 
area of the Saigon govern­ 
ment’s latest Cambodian opera­ 
tion in order to return the* 
troops to the South Vietnamese

Lt. G. Albert Howenstein of 
the San Anselmo Police Depart­ 
ment today confirmed he is one 
of two candidates for police 
chief in Tiburon and said he 
would be “very pleased” to 
take the job if offered to him. 


He said City Mgr. Bert A. 
Balmer has promised to make 
an appointment “either today 
or tomorrow.” 


The Independent-Journal 
learned that Howenstein, a 12- 
year veteran of the San Ansel­ 
mo force, is the frontrunner for 
the job as Tiburon’s first chief. 
The other candidate is Lt. 
Maurice D. Lafferty of the No­ 
vato Police Department. 


Lafferty could not be reached 
for comment today. 


The men were interviewed by 
the Tiburon City Council Satur­ 
day. 


The first job of the new chief, 
according to Balmer, will be to 
hire the rest of his department, 
which will take over police pro­ 
tection in July. The Marin 
County Sheriff’s office has 
provided police service in Tib­ 
uron since the city was incorpo­ 
rated in 1964, but notified the 
city it was pulling out because 
of the burden on its force. 
No salary has been set for the 
post, although Balmer has rec­ 
ommended the new chief be 
paid in excess of $15,600. 
Howenstein, 33, has been cit­ 
ed numerous times for his po­ 
lice work, espcciaUy in the field 
of drug abuse. He was named 
officer of the year in 1967 by the , 
Kiwanis Club of the Ross Valley 
and last June was named out­ 
standing citizen of the year by 
division 8 of the Kiwanis Club, 
which includes Marin.

At that time, discussion cen­ 
tered mainly on proposals by 
Golden Pacific Airlines and 
Golden West Airlines for short- 
haul shuttle service from Marin 
to San Francisco International 
Airport in prop-jet aircraft.

Early voter turnout was 
mixed today in special elections 
in three school districts and the 
Bel Marin Keys Community 
Services District. 
Voter turnout was extremely 
light in the uncontested election 
for a single seat on the Bolinas- 
Stinson School District board. 
By 11 a.m. only 13 of 374 
registered voters in Stinson 
Beach had cast their ballots at 
the Stinson Beach community 
center, the community’s only 
polling place. 
John Harris of Bolinas is the 
only candidate for the seat 
since two other contenders, Pe­ 
ter Weston of Stinson Beach 
and Bobbie Creeley of Bolinas, 
announced their withdrawal 
last week. 
No report was available on 
voting in Bolinas at the commu­ 
nity center. 
Voting 
in 
the Lagunitas 
School District was reported 
“fairly heavy and steady.” 
In the first four hours of 
voting, ending at 11 a.m., 157 
votes had been cast in the race 
between Donald E. Lethbridge 
and Richard C. Sloan for a seat 
on the board of trustees.

Another Major Red 
Offensive Predicted

W ASHINGTON, D.C. — Pros­ 
pects for a winter-spring offen­ 
sive in South Vietnam may be 
greater now than at any time 
since the famous Tet battles in 
1968. 
According to sources here 
knowledgeable about intellig­ 
ence information on Communist 
battle plans, the North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong in South 
Vietnam now are exhorting 
troops in the field and their 
supporters to prepare them­ 
selves psychologically and mili­ 
tarily for another grand offen­ 
sive. 
The Communists this time 
are not giving any indications 
that they expect the renewed 
offensive to yield any final solu­ 
tion to the war, however. 
There is to be no “great and 
final victory” as was expected 
by some of the forces last time. 


Instead, sources here say, the 
Communists are being told that 
the new offensive will be care­ 
fully refined and defined and 
will be smaller in scope than 
the offensive mounted during 
the Tet lunar holidays in 1968. 
These appear to be likely 
objectives: 
1. There may be a drive to take 
and hold some major town or 
city long enough to raise the 
flag of the Provisional Revolu­ 
tionary Government and to gar­ 
ner world headlines as well as, 
possibly, American dismay. If 
such an attempt is made, a 
likely objective could be the 
city of Tay Ninh, near the 
Cambodian border. The Holy 
See of the Cao Dai religious 
sect is at Tay Ninh. 
2. Another objective could be 
either Kontum or Pleiku in the 
central highlands of Military 
Region II. Some officials are 
convinced an attack by perhaps 
three or so regiments against 


Kontum is, if not a certain 
prospect, 
a 
probable one.- 
Again, the seizure, if possible, 
probably would be short-lived. 
3. At 
d is p a ra te p o in ts 
throughout the country, rocket 
attacks and shelling, mostly in 
a very small scale, might be 
mounted more for political and 
psychological purposes than for 
military ones. Vunerable Amer­ 
ican units could be singled out 
for sapper (explosive charge) 
attacks to embarrass and keep 
the pressure on for withdrawal. 
4. Broadly, the Communists 
would like to point out inade­ 
quacies in the South Vietnam­ 
ese forces wherever possible 
and demoralize government 
troops, making them question 
their future prospects for suc­ 
cess. 
The attacks would also set 
the tone for spring and summer 
activities that would continue

China’s foreign minister, former army marshal 
and close friend of China’s top leaders, died Jan. 
6 of intestinal cancer, and was 
buried yesterday, radio Peking said 
today. 
Chi Peng-fei was named acting 
foreign minister, but the fact he 
was not named immediately to suc­ 
ceed Chen was an indication of 
f 


Chen’s high standing in the Commu­ 
nist party ranks. 


Chen’s funeral was the largest 
ChenYi 
gathering of China’s leaders since 
May 1. 
Chen and the other marshals lost their titles 
when ranks were abolished in the Chinese army 
in 1965. 
Chen commanded the Communist Third Field 
Army in the last year of China's civil war and 
was named military commandant and mayor of 
Shanghai after the Communists captured the city 
in 1949. He continued as mayor until 1958. 
Chen was named a vice premier in 1954, a field 
marshal in 1955 and foreign minister in 1958.

Heroin Haul 


MIAMI (UPD - Federal nar­ 
cotics agents grabbed three 
duffel bags full of heroin at an 
empty Miami apartment Mon­ 
day night, completing what one 
official called the biggest hero­ 
in haul in history. 
The three duffel bags held 147 
pounds of high-grade French 
heroin, which together with the 
238 pounds seized here last 
week in the same case totaled 
385 pounds of the narcotic with 
an estimated street sale value 
when diluted of $76 million. 
“This is the largest seizure of 
heroin in the history of the 
world,” said Thomas Humey, 
deputy r :gional director for Mi­ 
ami of t ie Bureau of Narcotics 
and Dangerous Drugs.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sci­ 
entists have photographed for 
the first time an explosion on 
the sun which released enough 
kinetic energy to supply U.S.

The explosion on Dec. 13 — 
the first ever directly observed 
by visual means — hurled into 
space clouds of hot material 20 
to 40 times the size of the earth. 
The energy was comparable to 
that of 100 million 20-megaton 
H-bombs.

Belfast Raids 
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BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — British troops seized 31 
men in raids against security 
suspects in the past 24 hours, 
the army said today. 


An army spokesman said the 
soldiers picked up 19 of the men 
in Belfast, including a number 
seized in a pre-dawn search of 
10 houses in the Roman Catho­ 
lic New Lodge Road area of the 
Northern Ireland capital.

Israeli troops raided two 
villages inside Lebanon during 
the night in an effort to block 
attacks by Palestinian guerril­ 
las against Israeli border settle­ 
ments, an Israeli spokesman 
reported in Tel Aviv. It was the 
first such attack reported in 11 
months. 
Israel reported two of its 
soldiers killed and one wounded 
in raids against the towns of 
7,000 and 1,700 persons. A Le­ 
banese military spokesman in 
Beirut said the Israelis also 
shelled other areas with artil­ 
lery and that four Lebanese 
including a woman were killed. 
Lebanese Prim e Minister 
Saeb Salam held separate 
emergency meetings with army 
and guerrilla leaders and said 
the two groups would meet 
shortly to discuss the situation 
in southern Lebanon. 
Beirut sent details of the Isra­ 
eli attack to the U.N. Secretary 
General, the chairman of the 
Security Council and all of its 
embassies abroad, government 
sources said. 
Israeli newspapers said Isra­ 
eli artillery laid down a two- 
hour barrage to cover the re­ 
treat of the raiders through the 
difficult rocky and bushy ter­ 
rain from the villages about 
two and a half miles inside 
Lebanon. The Israelis, inside 
Lebanon for about two hours, 
blew up five houses used as 
guerrilla headquarters. 


Hughes accepted payment for 
rights to his life story, but knew 
where the money was deposited 
in a secret account in Switzer­ 
land. Irving said the telephoned 
voice from the Bahamas in the 
much publicized Hughes news 
conference was not really 
Hughes. 


Tracing the purported pay­ 
ment to Hughes—which could 
prove that Hughes helped pre­ 
pare the autobiography, as Irv­ 
ing and the publishers main­ 
tain—has become a central 
issue in the argument. 


Hughes, in the telephoned 
news conference Friday from 
his hotel suite in the Bahamas 
to newsmen in Los Angeles, 
denied he ever had received 
such a payment. He said such a 
large transaction could not be 
hidden if it really took place, 
and denounced the autobiogra­ 
phy as a fraud. 


McGraw-Hill and Life Maga­ 
zine replied that they have 
proof the manuscript is authen­ 
tic and Hughes helped prepare 
it, and will push ahead with 
plans to publish the book, and 
excerpts from it in the maga­ 
zine, as planned this spring. 


The spokesman said it was 
possible that Hughes would ap­ 
pear in court himself. “We 
can’t say anything more at this 
time, but Mr. Hughes does not 
intend to let this fraudulent 
story of his life go unchal­ 
lenged,” the spokesman said. 


Even in the Trans-World Air­ 
lines case, when millions of 
dollars were at stake, Hughes 
absorbed the loss rather than 
appear in public. 
In New York, Harold W. 
McGraw, president of McGraw 
Hill Books, said Hughes may 
have had “a change of heart” 
after preparing the autobiogra­ 
phy because it “might cause 
him a lot of problems, and 
th at’s why he might have 
changed his mind.” 


BATON ROUGE, La. (UPI)— 
City leaders said today a racial 
street shootout that left two 
deputy sheriffs and two Ne­ 
groes dead was started by out- 
of-state Black Muslims plotting 
to take over the city and “give 
it back to the black people.” 
Eight young blacks —three 
from Chicago, one from Phila­ 
delphia and one from Los Ange­ 
les —were charged today with 
murder in the deputy slayings 
Monday. They were jailed un­ 
der $500,000 bonds each. 
“ If they think they are going 
to take over the city, they are 
badly mistaken,” said Mayor 
Woodrow Dumas, who lifted an 
overnight curfew at 6 a.m. to­ 
day. 
“ We’re ready and loaded for 
bear.” 
Besides the four persons 
killed in the street battle that 
started during a demonstration 
by 1,000 blacks, 34 persons were 
injured. Police said 71 persons 
were arrested —41 for curfew 
violations. 
Police chased down and ar­ 
rested a black man during the 
night and charged him with 
attempted murder in the sniper 
shooting of a patrolling squad 
car. The two officers inside 
were not hurt. 
Maj. Howard Kidder, assist­ 
ant police chief, said the “out­ 
side agitators” were in town to 
recruit local blacks. 
Charged with murder were 
David McKinney, 22, Toussaint 
L ’Overture, 21, and Clennon 
Brown, 25, all of Chicago; War­ 
ren Hall, 25, of Philadelphia; 
Robert J. Barber, 20, of Los 
Angeles; Lawrence brooks, 25, 
and raymond Eames, 21, both 
of Baton Rouge, and Ridgley 
Williams Jr., who gave no age 
or address. 
Those killed in the shooting 
were sheriff's deputies Ralph 
D. Hancock, 30, and Dewayne 
Wilder, 27. Thomas Davis, 25, 
of Chicago, also was killed. The 
other black victim was not 
identified.

Minor Boundary 
Changes Asked 
In Senate Bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A bill 
introduced in the Senate Mon­ 
day would authorize the San 
Francisco Bay Conservation 
and Development Commission 
to make minor changes in its 
boundaries without the Legisla­ 
ture’s consent. 
Sen. John A. Nejedly, RWal- 
nut Creek, said the measure 
was sought by Melvin B. Lane, 
chairman of the commission, to 
handle what the law m aker 
called administrative matters 
of “no major substance” which 
must be approved by the Legis­ 
lature. 
The bill retains the Legisla­ 
ture’s intent that the commis­

Nejedly said. 


Hongisto Publicly 
Becomes Sheriff 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
Richard D. Hongisto publicly 
took the oath of office Monday as 
San Francisco’s sheriff but the 
ceremony was strictly for the 
news media. 
Hongisto was sworn in private­ 
ly Dec. 31 to avoid a weekend 
hiatus between his taking office 
and the departure of outgoing 
Sheriff Matthew Carberry. 


RICHMOND. 
Va. (U P I)- 
Federal District Judge Robert 
H. Merhige Monday ordered 
Richmond’s largely while sub­ 
urbs brought into the city’s 
predominantly-black school sys­ 
tem. 
M erhige, a co n tro v ersial 
judge whose house has been 
guarded by U.S. marshals for 
several months because of 
threats stemming from other 
desegregation rulings, said city 
and county boundaries were 
mere “political conveniences.” 
He said the fact that the 
cu rren t school seg reg atio n 
came as a result of housing 
patterns and the “white flight” 
to the suburbs “rather than by 
leg islativ e pronouncem ent 
makes the situation no less 
evil.” 
IMMEDIATE MOVE 
The ruling touched off an 
immediate move by an antibus­ 
ing group, U.S. Citizens for 
Neighborhood Schools, for sig­ 
natures on a petition calling for 
M erhige’s im peachm ent and 
brought tight security measures 
at the federal court building 
which houses Merhige’s office. 
Officials of the two “bed­ 
room” counties involved in the 
ruling said the decision would 
be appealed. 
Merhige directed a delighted 
Richmond School Board and the 
shocked school boards of Henri­ 
co and Chesterfield counties to 
set up a metropolitan school 
system by September. 
. The system Merhige envis­ 
ages would have 104,000 stu­ 
dents —the second largest in 
Virginia —more than three- 
fourths of whom would be 
bused to achieve an optimum 
racial mix of 70 per cent white 
schools. 
The plan would mean busing 
about 10,000 more pupils than 
are now bused in the three 
systems, but Merhige said it 
would not require the purchase 
of additional buses. 
The plan is substantially the 
same one proposed by the Rich­ 
mond School Board during a 
five-week trial last summer. 
The board, prodded by a group 
of black plaintiffs, went to court 
in an attempt to alleviate its 
desegregation problems. 
BEST ANSWER 
The city proposed merging its 
65 per cent black schools with 
the 90 pr cent white ones of the 
two counties as the best answer 
to the twin challenges of inte­ 
gration and quality education. 
The counties and the state 
Board of Education, named as 
a codefendant becauss of its 
alleged role in maintaining seg­ 
regation, fought the idea stren­ 
uously on the grounds they 
should not be drawn into Rich­ 
mond’s school problems. Both 
counties were operating under 
federally-approved 
desegrega­ 
tion plans. 
But Merhige dismissed the 
defendants’ claim, saying “it 
has little merit in the face of 
past discriminatory practices 
on the part of all the defend­ 
ants.” 


Feared Lost 
VICTORIA, B.C. (UPI) — The 
41 persons aboard the freighter 
Dona Anita which sank Sunday 
in pounding seas off the cost of 
Vancouver Island may have 
survived half an hour “if they 
managed to get into their life 
rafts — which they probably 
didn’t do,” a rescuer said Mon­ 
day. 
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CANNES, France (UPI)- Nil- 
bar Sarkis Gulbenkian, reputed­ 
ly one of the world’s richest 
men who once sued his father 
in a dispute over a $2.22 chick­ 
en lunch, died Monday of a 
heart attack, his secretary said 
today. He was 75. 
Gulbenkian suffered a serious 
heart attack almost three years 
ago and had been confined to a 
wheelchair since then. 
Gulbenkian, whose wealth 
came from Middle East oil 
development, lived much of his 
later life in a small village on 
the French Riviera. 
Gulbenkian, was a gourmet, 
philanthropist, and a man who 
believed in living life to the full. 
“ Put zest into anything you do 
and you will enjoy it,” he once 
said. 
His tradem arks were his 
monocle, black, bushy eye­ 
brows, bristling white beard 
and a penchant for orchid bu- 
tonnieres which he even wore 
fox hunting. 
Gulbenkian’s career in oil 
and finance began in 1917 when 
his father, Calouste, was al­ 
ready a millionaire. He negoti­ 
ated oil contracts for the 
French government before join­ 
ing the Royal Dutch Shell 
group. 
Together with his father, he 
negotiated for Iranian and Iraqi 
petroleum interests with West- 


em nations before the current 
Organization of Petroleum Ex 
porting Countries (OPEC) was 
formed. 
Educated in England at Har­ 
row and Trinity College, Cam­ 
bridge. Gulbenkian m arried 
three times without having any 
children. 
His father kept close tabs on 
his office funds and even as a 
multi-millionaire 
periodically 
thumbed through the petty cash 
book. 
During one of these perusals, 
he discovered an entry for $2.22 
—“lunch for Mr. Nubar.” Cal­ 
ouste chastised his son for 
charging the lunch —chicken in 
tarragon jelly with asparagus 
tips — to the office. 
Nubar, tmought his father’s 
remarks were unfair. He sued. 
During the three-day court 
fight Nubar produced one mil­ 
lion documents, which weighed 
about one ton, relating to his 
father’s business. 
Nubar called off the suit and 
Calouste paid the costs, — $72,- 
000. 
Gulbenkian was born June 2, 
1896, in the small village of 
Kadi Keui on the Asiatic shores 
of the Bosphorus in Turkey. 
Within weeks after his birth, his 
family fled the country because 
of the “Armenian massacres” 
ordered by the Ottoman empire 
ruler, Abdul Hamid II. 


McCarthy May Bolt 
To A Fourth Party

Former Sen. Eugene McCar- American Independent Party in 
thy, who ran strongly in prima­ 
ries in 1968 but failed to get the 
presidential nomination, said 
Monday he may bolt the Demo­ 
cratic party unless the political 
climate improves this year. 
McCarthy said in Chicago it 
was “quite evident” to him that 
the 1972 Democratic presiden­ 
tial nominating convention will 
be controlled by the same party 
leaders in charge during the 
1968 convention in Chicago. 
That convention overwhelming­ 
ly nominated Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, who had not cam­ 
paigned in any primaries. Hum­ 
phrey went on to lose to Repub­ 
lican Richard Nixon. 
McCarthy said the question of 
whether this year’s convention 
is an “open one” depends upon 
how party leaders react to the 
results of the primaries. 
“ If the situation is compar­ 
able to 1968, think there would 
be a fourth political party, and 
I would be committed to serve 
it,” the former Minnesota sena­ 
tor said. 
Earlier Monday, Humphrey 
formally entered the 1972 race, 
announcing his candidacy at 
Philadelphia. He then flew to 
Florida where he will confront 
his 1968 running mate, Sen. 
Edmund Muskie of Maine, in a 
March 14 primary. 
Muskie is rated the front run­ 
ner for the Democratic nomina­ 
tion in a field that already 
includes nine entries and is 
expected to grow to 10 later this 
week with the announcement of 
Alabama Gov. George Wallace, 
who received 13.5 per cent of 
the vote as the candidate of the 


1968. Wallace is expected to run 
as a Democrat in the Florida 
primary. 


Humphrey criticized Nixon 
Monday for failing to end the 
Vietnam war. He said if he had 
been elected in 1968, the war 
now would be over. Humphrey 
also pledged himself to “revi­ 
talize” the nation’s economy. 


Muskie took his campaign 
Monday to Wisconsin and re­ 
ceived a band-playing, Main 
street welcome from a crowd 
estimated at more than 1,000 at 
Marathon City, a town of 1,214 
persons. 
The Maine senator used a 
bullhorn to address the crowd 
from the bed of a truck. He was 
applauded when he said he 
believed the secretary of agri­ 
culture should be a farm er and 
said the family farm should be 
preserved. 
Nixon recently named Purdue 
University dean Earl L. Butz as 
secretary of Agriculture. Butz 
was confirmed by the Senate 
despite the complaints of oppo­ 
nents that he favored corporate 
farms over family farms. 
Another Democratic candi­ 
date, Sen. Vance Hartke of 
Indiana, said at Atlanta Mon­ 
day that he would enter the 
Florida primary today. 
Hartke said he wants with­ 
drawal of U.S. troops from 
Vietnam to hinge on the release 
of American prisoners of war. 
He said the United States had 
lost its bargaining position in 
the war and “had abandoned 
American POWs in North Viet­ 
nam.”

M arin’s 
five 
bus 
depots 
should remain open, but their 
survival probably will require 
subsidies for the cities they 
serve, county transit district 
directors agreed today. 
But one director, Supervisor 
Arnold M. Baptiste, cautioned 
that the depots may go under 
regardless of attempts to save 
them. 
The depots formerly made up 
to 10 per cent commissions 
under Greyhound’s freight and 
passenger operations, but the* 
new fare system of the Golden 
Gate Bridge District’s bus op­ 
erations offers depot agents 
very little income. 
The bridge district not only 
eliminated the profitable one­ 
way tickets the agents formerly 
sold, but cut the commission to 
5 per cent. 
Depots in Fairfax and San 
Anselmo already have closed. 
The other three, whose opera­ 
tors pleaded for financial aid, 
are in Mill Valley, San Rafael 
and Novato. 
Kenneth Wehring, operator of 
the Novato depot, said a 10 per 
cent commission on the bridge 
d is tr ic t’s co m m u te books 
“ would be a realistic figure.” 
Arguing against increasing 
the fee, H. Donald White, the 
bridge d is tric t’s bus tran sit 
manager, pointed to the esti­ 
mated $3 million yearly deficit' 
for the new commuter bus sys­ 
tem. “ We’re trying to catch ail 
the revenue we can through the 
fare baxes,” he said. 
White added that the county’s 
own bus tra n sit plan, upon 
which the bridge district sys­ 
tem is based, assumed cash 
fares would be paid aboard the 
buses — unlike the Greyhound 
system, which obliged passen­ 
gers first to buy tickets from 
depot agents. 
He also stressed that the dis­ 
trict’s system will go into resi­ 
dential neighborhoods, lessen­ 
ing the need for central depots. 


Transit district directors re­ 
solved nothing in the dispute, 
but asked the staff to seek a 
solution by negotiating with the 
bridge district, depot operators 
and cities served by the depots. 
The staff was urged to report 
back to the board quickiy, per­ 
haps by next Tuesday. 
Jim Rutherford from the Mill 
Valley depot pleading for quick 
help, argued that “a muitimil- 
lion-dollar outfit” such as the 
bridge district ought to pay 
* more than a 5 per cent commis­ 
sion. 
Other appeals for aid came 
from Mill VaiJey City Council­ 
man Jean Barnard and Edward 
T. ityken, executive director of 
the Marin Senior Coordinating 
Council, which operated the San 
Anselmo depot. 
Several spokesmen cited the 
value of the depots as shelters 
from the weather and as a 
piece offering toilets for the 
drivers. Mrs. Barnard said the 
drivers were “quite concerned” 
about the lack of toilets if the 
depots closed. 
In a related discussion, White 
said a completely new bus com­ 
mute schedule should be in 
operation by Feb. 6. It would be 
designed to assure more ex­ 
press service and cut down on 
waiting time at bus stops. 
He also held out the prospect 
of expanded service by then, 
with tha first expansion expect­ 
ed into Sleepy Hollow and Pea­ 
cock Gap. 
Another change will be use of 
the transbay bus terminal in 
San F rancisco for m idday, 
night and weekend service, 
White said. 
He also reported that an ear­ 
ly morning run from the Tib­ 
urón Peninsula for persons due 
at work at 7 a.m. will be 
resumed soon, and that residen­ 
tial areas on the peninsula may 
get back the bus feeder service 
previously offered to the Tib­ 
urón ferry. 


The Corte Mdera Planning 
Com m ission last night ap ­ 
proved the concept of cluster 
housing in the Meadowsweet 
Station development after four 
months of hearings. 
A ccording to W illiam G. 
McBride, zoning administrator, 
the com m ission unanim ously 
but conditionally approved the 
planned unit development of 535 
units to be built on 74 acres 
southeast of the H. Koch and 
Sons plant. 
The conditions recommended 
by consultants Sedway and 
Cooke included leaving ridge- 
tops undeveloped, installing a 
perm anent greenbelt, supplying 
recreational space for the gen­ 
eral public, providing separate 
recreational space for residents 
only in each of five develop­ 
ment phases and cutting out 
planned businesses on a pro­ 
posed extension of San Clem­ 
ente Drive. 
McBride said the developers, 
Warner Odenthal and E. C. 
H arter of Orinda, agreed to the 
conditions and to a stipulation 
sought by residents of Marin 
Estates that access to the huge 
project from El Camino Drive 
will be for police car and fire 
trucks only. 
The plans for the huge town- 
house development, which had 
brought considerable opposition 
in east Corte Madera, were 
approved without opposition, 
McBride said. 
He said 80 or 90 persons 
attended the meeting. 
Unless the commission’s deci­ 
sion is appealed to the town 
council, the developers now can 
file a tentative developm ent 
map and begin to seek approval 
of the design and layout of the 
proposed units. 


Corte Madera Lot 


The Corte Madera Planning 
Commission last night rezoned 
one 7.5-acre lot on Tamal Vista 
Boulevard and wished it could 
rezone another of similar size, 
according to the town’s zoning 
administrator. 
William G. McBride said the 
7.5-acre site, which had pre­ 
viously been rezoned for apart­ 
ments, was switched back to 
light industrial zoning by a 3-2 
vote. 
The land where Tamal Vista 
meets the Northwestern Pacific 
Railroad tracks had been zoned 
for apartm ents to allow build­ 
ing by Vail and Associates of 
Mill Valley.

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Business Schools: Three Against The Image 


THE SUBURBAN SCENE 


STANFORD (BW) - If enroll* 
ment of women at business 
schools takes a big jump in the 
next few years, Stanford busi­ 
ness school students Susan Phil­ 
lips, Anne Thornton and Barba­ 
ra West might claim some of 
the credit. 
The three, who believe that 
management offers one of the 
most versatile career fields for 
women, have in recent months 
taken to the hustings in a self- 
styled effort to get more women 
to come to the business school. 
The trio’s efforts are reported 
in the current issue of the 
school’s alumni bulletin. 
Their recruiting approach is 
somewhat unorthodox, but the 
three women claim it must be. 
“ Women are usually turned, 
off about studying business be­ 
cause, to a lot of women, busi- 
. ness is tied up with an imper­ 
sonal corporate image,” said 
Mrs. Thornton, who is enrolled 
•in Stanford's business-law de­ 
gree program. 
“ But not everyone at Stan­ 
ford wants to work for General 
Motors,” she said. “ In talking 
to prospective applicants, we 
make it clear at the outset that 
business school training is a 
foundation for management in 
a variety of organizations, not 
strictly business management. 
“WOMEN WITH a strong in­ 
terest in the helping profes­ 
sions, for example, can apply 
business school skills to work in 
hospitals or non-profit founda­ 
tions.” 
Mrs. Thornton, 23, is a Rad- 
cliffe College graduate. Miss 
Phillips, 23, a Stanford gradu­ 
ate student, plans to enroll in a' 
Ph.D. program in psychology 
after graduation in June. Miss 
West, 32, who runs her own 
business directory advertising 
service in addition to carrying 
full-time studies, is a Reed Col­ 
lege graduate. 
Their interest in recruiting 
began when the trio — three of 
just five women in a class of 
300 — got tired of being asked 
why they were studying busi­ 
ness and decided to do some­ 
thing aobut it. 
What they did was put togeth­ 
e r a 20-minute m ulti-m edia 
presentation with slides and a 
sound track to show to the 
entire school. 
“ It’s exhausting to start at 
ground zero with every person 
who has any questions about 
women in the business school,” 
Mrs. Thornton said. 
“ We put together the show so 
'that we could say what we 
Wanted to say in the way we 
wanted to say it, do it in an 
entertaining way and reach the 
widest audience. 
“AS WE were putting it to­ 
g eth er, we realized th a t it 
m ight be used to recruit women 
to the school as well as to 
sensitize certain men to our 
feelings.” In the show, which* 
they’ve entitled, “ What’s a Nice 
Girl Like You Doing in a Place 
Like This?” they have synchro­ 
nized a battery of slide projec­ 
tors with a rock music sound 
track, using music and pictures 


as a backdrop to talk about 
th eir m anagerial aspirations 
and about what it’s like being 
female in a male-dominated en­ 
vironment, 
The women recently returned 
from a recruiting trip sponsored 
by the business school which 
included presentations of the 
show at women’s colleges in the 
New York-New England area. 
Also included was a visit to 
H a rv a rd B u sin ess School, 
where they discussed common 
problems with women students. 
Reactions to the show have 
surprised and delighted the 
women. 
“The school’s awareness of 
women and women’s problems 
has really exploded,” Miss 
Phillips said. 
“ We felt very strongly that 
there was a need for active 
recruitm ent of women and, 
with our recent visit to the 
Eastern women’s colleges, this 
has happened. The school has

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listened to our show and has 
been very supportive in arrang­ 
ing for meetings with various 
executive groups.” 
THE WOMEN say they’ve 
experienced different types of 
discrimination and pressure at 
the school. Some is out in the 
open, like comments from a 
handful of male classmates who 
tell them women have no right 
being at the business school 
since they are taking the seat of

How To 
Keep Fat 
O ff Child 


(I-J Special Report) 
NEW YORK — Today's over­ 
weight child — tomorrow’s fat 
adult? 
Medical evidence indicates 
that the prediction unfortunate­ 
ly comes true in a great many 
families. 
In fact, according to recent 
research at the National Insti­ 
tutes of Health, it is now possi­ 
ble to judge as early as the age 
of 2 if a child will be obese by 
determining the number of fat 
cells in the body, reports the 
Health Insurance Institute. 
The child of overweight par­ 
ent or parents, medical studies 
show, is more likely to grow up 
plump than the child born to a 
leaner family. In other words, 
tendency toward overweight is 
often due to heredity. 
However, according to doc­ 
tors, reports the institute, even 
the genes can be tamed — and 
a great many youngsters can 
be helped — through a combi­ 
nation of proper diet an exer­ 
cise. 
M A N Y O V E R W E I G H T 
youngsters do not necessarily 
overeat. In fact, they often eat 
less then their thinner friends. 
The problem with a great many 
children 
who 
carry 
extra 
weight is that they are not as 
physically active as other 
youngsters and are too Iethar- f 
gic to burn up what they eat. 
So, unless the youngster’s ex­ 
tra weight is medically diag­ 
nosed as puppy fat or pre­ 
puberty pudginess, which cor­ 
rect themselves later on — 
exercise, in most any form 
should be encouraged — for at 
least one hour a day. 
Anything from ice-skating, 
roller skating, bicycling to 
swimming, rowing or jogging 
will do fine. Girls can also help 
work off their weight — and 
have fun besides through danc­ 
ing classes. 
Vet another part of the cam­ 
paign to get rid of extra weight 
is a diet. High-calorie foods 
such as candy, jam, jellies, 
cookies and pies or caloric 
drinks should be considered 
nonos for chubby youngsters. 
No crash diets or too-didaetic 
foods rules which may affect 
the child’s growing process as 
well as his mental attitude — 
should be enforced, say doctors.

“Typically, relations among 
women are characterized by 
gossip and backbiting - the pre­ 
vailing stereotype - but we’re 
pleased that all the work we’ve 


done together serves as a mod­ 
el of women working well to­ 
gether.” 
Solidarity would seem to be 
far less of a problem now than 
in the past since enrollment of 
women, typically five or six a 
year in the past, rose to 21 in 
the class entering last Septem­ 
ber. 
The three women, who re­ 
portedly were in touch with the 
21 women accepted to the re­ 
cent class, like to claim some 
credit for the increase. 
“ Before this, women may 
have felt that the only way to 
succeed in a mainly male envi­ 
ronment was to emulate male 
pattern s of behavior,” said 
Miss Phillips. 
“BUT WE see things differ­ 
ently. We've had more than 20 
years of a socialization process 
that was different than men’s. 
We do behave differently and 
we re not going to suppress our 
behavior patterns.”

Townhouse Bid 
Loses In Novato 


The Novato Planning Com­ 
mission last night rejected a 
bid to permit cluster townhous- 
es in the Domingo Canyon area, 
where residents say they prefer 
single-family homes. (Another 
Novato Planning Commission 
story, page 1.) 
Comm issioners rejected an 
application by the Lear Siegler 
Inc., Trousdale Division, to, 
amend the Loma Verde master 
plan to permit 104 townhouses 
on about 40 acres at the end of 
Montura Way. 
They balked at the proposed 
density, 2.6 units per acre, as 
compared to the master plan 
density of two units per acre, or 
a total of about 80 units. 
Attorney John A. Trumball, 
representing the Domingo Can­ 


yon Homeowners Association, 
said homeowners were unani­ 
mously opposed to cluster de­ 
velopment. 
Ian Mackinley, of Mackinlay- 
Winnacker, architects for the 
project, argued that cluster de­ 
velopment would be less dam­ 
aging to the area than single­ 
family home development. 
When com m issioners men­ 
tioned delaying a decision until 
hearing a report from citizens 
on revisions to the Novato area 
general plan, Stan Nelson, 
project manager for Lear Sie­ 
gler, asked if the panel were 
planning a moratorium. 
“No, that’s not the implica­ 
tion,” replied Commissioner 
James Picchi. The vote for 
denial then was passed.

Land Expert Warns 
On Strict Zoning 


A University of California 
economist and land use expert 
urged county officials yester­ 
day to adopt strict zoning regu­ 
lations for the county’s agricul­ 
tural preserve area in order to 
halt “ leap-frogging, hodge­ 
podge development seen else­ 
where around the state.” 
Addressing the Marin County 
Planning Commission, Dr. Wil­ 
liam W. Wood of U.C.’s River­ 
side campus said the county 
also should acknowledge that 
the primary purpose of the 
strict zoning is to protect open 
space and not the agricultural 
industry. 
His comments came during 
the commission’s latest stab at 
rezoning land within the pre­ 
serve to prohibit development 
incom patible with ranching. 
Wood spoke at the meeting at 
the request of Marin County 
Farm Bureau officials. 
. The often delayed and con­ 
tinued hearing, to consider rec­ 
ommendations that parcels be 
rezoned to a minimum lot size 
of 20 to 60 acres, is expected to 
resum e at the com m ission’s 
Feb. 14 meeting. 
The rezoning, concentrating 
on the preserve area in North­ 
west Marin, has been endorsed 
by conservationists and some 
dairy ranchers. It is opposed, 
however, by developers who 
prefer the present zoning of two 
and five-acre lots. 
The rezoning would apply to 
all properties within the sprawl­ 
in g , 180,000-acre p reserv e 
w hether or not they are under 
the agricultural tax shelter. 
About 95,000 acres are under 
the shelter. 
“I don’t think the basic issue 


is protecting agriculture, but 
rather land use . . . (and) its 
availability for som e future 
use,” Wood told the commis­ 
sion. 
“ If the question is, ‘Can we 
protect agriculture?’ the an­ 
swer is ‘no’.” He added that 
ranching could serve as an 
“ interim use” until the county 
wished to open up portions of 
the preserve for growth. 
In dealing with developers 
opposed to closing the preserve 
to development, Wood said the 
county must take a position 
that it is “setting aside the area 
that you don’t know how should 
be developed.” 
He added that forcing unwill­ 
ing land owners into the Agri­ 
cultural and Conservation Dis­ 
tric t — as the ag ric u ltu ra l 
preserve would be classified — 
would be legal since it would be 
in the public interest of best 
land use. 
Wood’s comments were re­ 
ceived warmly by most com­ 
missioners with the exception 
of George P. 
Leonard, who 
pressed questions on the tax 
impact of devaluing land values 
through Iow-density rezoning. 
Wood acknowledged that tax­ 
es would probably go up else­ 
where. 
Other speakers at yesterday’s 
m eeting included re p re se n ta ­ 
tives from the county farm 
bureau, who said the group had 
not decided whether to support 
rezoning. 
Also addressing the commis­ 
sion was Harold Gregg, execu­ 
tive director of the Marin Con­ 
servation League, who urged 
the commission to proceed with 
rezoning.

New Voters 
In State May 
Blunt Nixon 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —A 
leader of a student voter regis­ 
tration drive by a group calling 
itself “The California Campus 
Coalition” says the effort will 
spell political trouble for Presi­ 
dent Nixon in the state in the 
1972 election. 
Jeff Gordon 
told newsm en 
Monday the registration cam ­ 
paign would m ake it “extrem e­ 
ly difficult, if not im possible” 
for Nixon to carry the state in 
November. 
G ordon, who w as stu d e n t 
cam paign m anager for the rad­ 
ical candidates who won seats 
on the Berkeley City Council 
last April, said the group would 
concentrate entirely on voter 
registration and 
not endorse 
political candidates. 
But he predicted Nixon would 
have trouble carrying Califor­ 
nia because of the liberal polit­ 
ical views of most college stu­ 
dents. Gordon said 59 per cent 
of the newly registered l8to 20- 
year-old voters are Dem ocrats, 
as opposed to 21 per cent of the 
young voters who are Republi­ 
cans. 
“ I think the overwhelm ing 
m ajority of students will vote 
against Richard Nixon,” Gor­ 
don said. 
Gordon m ade his com m ents 
at a press conference where he 
a p p e ared w ith Ed M ayfield, 
p re sid e n t of the C om m unity 
College S tu d en t G overnm ent 
Association; L arry Siednjan of 
the University of California Stu­ 
dent P resident’s Council, and 
Arnie B raafladt, student body 
president 
at 
Humboldt State 
College. 
The youth vote, B raa flad t 
said, would be “ far more effec­ 
tive than dem onstrating in the 
streets.” He also predicted a 
series of “ upsets” in local elec­ 
tions due to student influence.

Cirrhosis Of The Liver Is A 
Leading Cause Of 
Death 


Cirrhosis of the liver is a leading cause of 
death in this country. We believe that it is the 
direct toxic effect of alcohol on the liver after 
15 to 20 years of heavy drinking. However, 
some of the victims to not have a history of 
alcoholism. More puzzling than this is the fact 
that only one in 12 boozers develops the 
disease. Heredity, or individual susceptibility 
to alcohol may play a role. 
In cirrhosis, the liver cells are destroyed 
and healing is followed by the form ation of 
inelastic scar tissue. The organ 
tries to regenerate itself, but 
fat 
infiltrates the liver sub­ 
stance and displaces function­ 
ing cells. If there is enough fat, 
the o rg an m ay becom e e n ­ 
la rg e d and se n sitiv e to the 
touch. With continued drinking, 
the fat absorbs, and the cells 
are replaced by scar tissue. 
NODULES FORM, giving the 
cirrhotic organ its nicknam e, 
hobnail liver. Scar tissue con­ 
tracts as it ages. The process 
closes off the blood vessels in 
the liver, as well as those pass­ 
ing through on their way to the 
heart, 
heart. 
At this stage, there m ay not 
be enough cells to enable the 
organ to perform its function of 
detoxifying poisons (including 
alcohol), storing nutrients, and

Apartment 
Ordinance 
Due Hearing 


The Larkspur city staff and 
planning consultant Sydney H. 
Williams are working on a new 
zoning ordinance for a p a rt­ 
ments planned in the commu­ 
nity. 


The updated ordinance will 
be ready for a public hearing 
before the planning commission 
Jan. 25, City Mgr. Kent B. 
Bathurst said today. He said 
the ordinance governing R-3 
zones would be adopted by the 
city council March 1 if no hitch 
develops. 


The study of changes in the 
present ordinance began after 
the council on Dec. 28 approved 
a 224-unit development on Bon 
Air Hill that pointed up lack of 
controls in the present ordi­ 
nance. 


Revision was backed by a 
p e titio n co n tain in g 135-140 
names submitted at the council 
m eeting Tuesday, B athurst 
said. The petition, authored by 
council candidate Joan Sestak, 
said, “ It is time we stopped 
drifting from crisis to crisis 
under loose, antiquated ordi­ 
nances that fail to distinguish 
between level and steep land 
and between land and water in 
computing density.” 


The Bon Air Hill development 
of Larwin Multi-Housing Corp. 
m et requirements of existing 
ordinances, but consultant Wil­ 
liam s said it was too dense by’ 
10 per cent because 30 to 40 per 
cent of the 12.5 acres is too 
steep for use. He pointed out 
the ordinance does not distin­ 
guish between steep and level 
land. 


Another bone of contention 
was the parking requirement. 
Although on-street parking in 
the Larwin project will be down 
a steep bank, it still qualified as 
usable on-street parking under 
the existing code. As a result, 
fewer on-site spaces were re­ 
quired.

Behr Proposes End 
To Secret Voting

SACRAMENTO - Sen. Peter 
H. 
Behr, R-San R afael — 
breaking the tradition that new­ 
comers do not tam per with the 
L egislature’s hallowed tra d i­ 
tions — today proposed rules 
changes to strip committees of 
the secret vote. 


Legislative committees com­ 
monly vote by voice or even 
more anonymous signals such 
as a lifted finger or eyebrow. 
Thus, the public has no way of 
evaluating voting records. 


Votes on the floor of both the 
Senate 
and 
Assem bly 
are 
recorded, but the most signifi­ 
cant votes — killing bills or 
voting on amendments — often 
occur beforehand in committee. 


Behr. in his first measure of 
the 1972 session, proposed a 
concurrent resolution requiring 
ail com m ittee votes to be 
recorded in the Legislature s 
daily journal. 
His proposal first would have 
to survive tests by both houses 
and their rules committees. 
Even then, it would be in 
effect only for the 1972 session, 
and would have to be readopted 
by succeeding legislatures to 
stay in the rules. 
The practical effect of such a 
rule is unclear since a similar 
one was ignored for 12 years 
unitl it junked in the 1971 ses­ 
sion. 
Behr said his proposed rule 
would “ Lay to rest the public's 
suspicion that on occasion 
chairmen don’t tally the voice 
vote correctly, and will provide 
a public record which will i*?r- 
mit constituents to know and 
evaluate the most important 
voting records of a legislator — 
in committee, where the action 
is.” 
He conceded that his proposal 
was “ bound to stir up my col­ 
leagues.” 
In an interview with the Inde- 
pendent-Journal on this his new 
program, Behr stressed it was 
still in the drafting stage be­ 
cause the 1971 session did not 
end until mid-December. 
His majro fight will be a 
renew al of his unsuccessful 
move last year to preserve the 
Eel, Trinity and Klamath rivers 
in their natural state. 
Several estuaries elsewhere 
along the coast, probably To- 
males and Newport bays, will 
be added to the bill this year, 
Behr said. 
He predicted passage this 
year, citing growing support 
that blossomed too late last 
year. He believed his cause 
would be helped by the fact that 
1972 is an election year and by 
the Reagan A dm inistration’s 
awareness of the “growing con­ 
cern and impatience of the peo­ 
ple with the progress made so 
far in the environmental field. '' 
Other bills being drafted by 


Behr ranged from bicycles to 
tax relief, and included: 
VENEREAL DISEASE - Re 
quire premarital testing for gon­ 
orrhea. Behr said the present 
requirement that tests be made 
only for syphillis was a selective 
requirem ent th at predates the 
current gonorrhea epidemic. 
PROPERTY TAXES — Allow a 
three-year m oratorium of in­ 
creased property taxes on home 
improvements up to $10,000 per 
home, provided that the improve­ 
ments were done under a building 
permit. A similar bill last year by 
Behr was killed because of oppos­ 
ition from county assessors. The 
senator said that part of the tax 
loss would be recovered by in­ 
creased taxes on improvements 
now done without building per­ 
mits - 
work that also can be 
unsafe because it is not subject to 
inspection. 
INCOME TAX — Replace sepa­ 
rate state income tax forms with 
a requirem ent th a t taxpayers 
instead file a copy of their federal 
income tax returns with the state, 
thus simplifying the procedure. 
COAST — Establish a system of 
marine reserves along Califor­ 
nia’s coast to include such envi­ 
ronmental treasures as Duxbury 
Reef and the shoreline of Point 
Reyes National Seashore. The lat­ 
ter would take federal action as 
well. Some fishing and clamming 
could be allowed. Behr said, but 
such a bill would “ Proscribe the 
casual taking of marine life” that 
he said threatens to strip such 
areas of all life. 
SMOG — Require periodic in­ 
spection of smog controls on mo­ 
tor vehicles in state-licensed ga­ 
rages. 
BICYCLES — Require bicycle 
manufacturers to stamp identifi­ 
cation numbers on their products 
sold in California with the num­ 
bers stamped so that they would 
show attem pts to tam per with 
them, and stamped on all m ajor 
parts to prevent pirating for ille­ 
gal sales. 
MARIN — Remove Shore!ino 
Highway from the state’s freeway 
and expressway system to “as­ 
sure that this fragile coastline no 
longer will be subjected to tho 
threat of an expressway or free­ 
way.” But Behr said he would 
introduce such a bill only if asked 
by the Marin County Board of 
Supervisors.

Joe Kapp says he’s a football player first and 
an actor second. The boss of his first try at acting 
says Joe has a bright future of acting if he stays 
away from the football field for good. 
Kapp is appearing with Fess Parker in a movie 
being shot in McCloud, near Mount Shasta in the 
beautiful Sierra. Nick Kobseff, who ran Rancho 
Nicasio restaurant in West Marin for years 
before moving shop to McCloud a few years ago, 
opened up his McCloud River Inn for a party for 
the entire cast last night. 


BY LONG DISTANCE telephone during the 
party, Kapp, the quarterback who led Minnesota 
to the Super Bowl one year and couldn’t get 
together with management the next, said he is 
hoping to get back to football, “although I’m 
really having fun making this picture.” 
Kapp played out his option and the Vikings 
wouldn’t pay him as much as he thought he was 
worth, 
so he signed with the New England 
Patriots but National Football League Commis­ 
sioner 
Pete 
Rozelle 
said Joe couldn’t play. 
Apparently it wasn’t a standard NFL contract 
and Rozelle squashed the deal. Joe was left out in 
the cold so he turned to new things — like acting. 


“I’M JUST DOING the best I can at this,” Joe 
said last night. “No m atter what the job is I try 
to do the best I can.” 
The movie is a two-hour NBC-Warner Brothers 
film for television entitled, “Climb an Angry 
Mountain,” and is being produced by Herb Solow, 
a man who used to run things at Desilu Studio. 
He’s produced a barrel full of successful TV 
series such as “Star Trek,” “ Medical Center,” 
“Then Came Bronson,” and “Courtship of Ed­ 
die’s Father.” 
According to Solow, the film is about a sheriff 
(Fess Parker) and his family life as widower and 
rancher.

Duck Hunting 
Is Picking Up 


•yALOHNMNQS 


Duck hunting picked up this past week at most 
of the state refuges. Reports from Gray Lodge, 
Sutter, Delevan and Grissly Island all showed 
great improvements over the week before. With 
all the valley under freezing temperatures, the 
ponds were generally frozen too. This kept the 
birds moving and looking for thawed out ponds 
for a landing. 
found in Tomales and Drake's 
Estero in Marin County. In the 
past few years they have only 
showed during the last weeks of 
the season. With Drake’s Es­ 
tero now being in the National 
Seashore, the hunting area has 
been halved. Things are tough­ 
er! 


Actually, most of the hunters 
I checked with took limits. Ad­ 
olph Brunn of San Rafael took a 
limit at Grizzly, and it you 
rem em ber, last week we took 
just one spoonie on his Christ­ 
mas shoot at Maxwell. The 
season closes next Sunday. 
Most of the first come, first 
servers are getting into the 
state’s shooting areas without 
too much trouble. Even the 
local bay hunters had a fair 
num ber of birds, generally 
bluebills and cans taken off 
•Petaluma and Sonoma Creek. 
Over at Bel Marin Keys off the 
Novato Creek Slough, some of 
the younger hunters are shoot­ 
ing until much after dark. This 
is illegal and dangerous, and 
some of the birds being shot at 
have 
been shorebirds, not 
ducks. The game wardens will 
be working that area this week, 
I suppose! 


LAST FRIDAY evening I re­ 
ceived a call from Charles Viau 
of Novato who had a 7-foot, 131- 
pound sturgeon to take care of. 
His problem was that the fish 
.was not only a big one to clean, 
but the 30 pounds of sturgeon 
eggs it contained needed to be 
treated to be edible. He wanted 
me to come over to give him a 
.hand with the operation, natu­ 
rally for a fair share of the 
caviar (the finished product of 
sturgeon eggs). I couldn’t make 
it; I had the flu bug. Let’s see 
30 pounds of eggs . . .16 ounces 
to 
the 
pound. . . th a t’s 480 
ounces at $2 per ounce. He 
caught the fish off the Hamilton 
Field flats using three grass 
shrimp to the hook. 


With most of the hunting sea­ 
sons closing next Sunday local­ 
ly, most of the scattergunners 
will be putting their guns away. 
The black sea brant season will 
still be open through Feb. 20 
with the limit again set at four 
birds per day this year. These

Walter Alston enters his 19th campaign as 
manager of the Dodgers this season. Only two 
men in the history of baseball managed one team 
longer — Connie Mack, 50 years with the* 
Philadelphia Athletics; John McGraw, 31 years 
with the New York Giants. 
This y e a r Alston ties the 
m ark of Cap Anson who man­ 
aged the Cubs 19 seasons, 1879- 
97. Last season Alston tied the 
previous longevity mark of a 
Dodger m anager — Wilbert Ro­ 
binson who managed the team 
for 18 seasons, 1914-31. 


DODGER BRASS paid a spe­ 
cial tribute to Alston today at a 
luncheon in the Stadium Club of 
Dodger Stadium during a press 
preview showing of the 1971 
World S eries film . From a 
Dodger view point there was 
only one thing wrong with the 
film — Alston and his team 
were not in it. 


In the history of the World 
Series only th ree m anagers 
have won more often than Al­ 
ston. Casey Stengel and Joe 
McCarthy each won seven, Con­ 
nie Mack five. Alston’s Dodgers 
won the World .Series in 1955, 
1959, 1963 and 1965, losing in 
1956 and 1966. His six pennants 
puts him in a sixth place tie 
with Miller Huggins. Stengel 
and McGraw won 10. Mack and 
McCarthy each won nine. 


Naturally, Alston believes his 
1972 Dodgers will win another 
pennant. However, he carefully 
phrased his prediction this 
way: “We came within one 
game of catching the Giants in 
1971.

Cismondi's Photographs 
Are Without A 'Crutch7

Kd Cismondi. whose photo 
graphs are being shown at the 
Tintype Photography Center in 
Tiburon through Feb. 15, has all 
the proper credentials to indi­ 
cate his ability as a photogra­ 
pher. 
But when it comes to verbal­ 
izing his photographic ‘'philoso­ 
phy, motivation or whatever,” 
he just doesn’t believe in doing 
it. 
“ Too often this is used as a 
crutch,” he says. And he adds, 
“ Photography is a visual medi­ 
um. enough said.” 
With such an attitude, he 
deserves not having someone 
presume to do it for him. So the 
following is simply a sampling 
of the subjects he explores. 
The subjects fall into three 
categories, one of which is 
scenes of nature such as cloudy 
sunsets, mountain rocks and 


trees, brightly lighted weeds 
against dark backgrounds, or 
wind-rippled sand dunes. Or 
these may be close-ups of 
rocks, water or cracked mud. 
Many of them, especially the 
closeups, have strong, simple 
designs and Cismondi goes even 
further with this in several pure 
black and white patterns, a 
second category, which look 
like photographs of paper cu­ 
touts. 
The largest subject group is 
one which bears man’s imprint, 
although man himself is absent, 
in several of these, doorknobs 
occupy the focal point suggest­ 
ing life styles that happened 
behing doors elegantly encrust­ 
ed with carving or broken and 
patched with weather-beaten 
wood.

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Werber Begins Serving 
Six-Month Pot Sentence 


With a wavi1 and a smile to a 
pretty female companion, for­ 
mer restaurauteur and Kings­ 
ton Trio manager Frank N. 
Werber entered Marin County 
Jail yesterday. 
Werber, who had fought in­ 
carceration for almost two 
years, began serving a six- 
month jail sentence for cultivat­ 
ing and possessing marijuana. 
Werber, 42, was convicted by 
a jury in superior court in 1970 
as a result of a 1968 arrest in 
which drug agents seized six 
sea bags of marijuana during a 
raid on his home near Richard­ 
son Bay.

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TODA Y'S EDITORIAL 
Cure Might Prove 
Greater Injustice 


Judge Joseph G. Wilson of 
Marin Superior Court is one of 
the most conscientious jurists 
in the state — or any state, for 
that matter. 


We can therefore be sure that 
long and careful consideration 
preceded Judge Wilson’s order 
to Marin law enforcement offi­ 
cers to keep secret the names 
of juveniles arrested. 
Judge Wilson acted for what 
he saw as protection of the 
juveniles. Because juvenile 
court proceedings in California 
are customarily held behind 
closed doors, under a special 
provision of law, the under-age 
person does not have the same 
opportunity for public exonera­ 
tion as does the adult accused 
of a crime. There is no word of 
whether he is cleared or found 
guilty. Only the arrest becomes 
public. 
Judge Wilson sought to cor­ 
rect this by forbidding disclo­ 
sure of the name on arrest. 


HIS AIM is commendable. 
But there are other considera­ 
tions. 
Protection of the youth is one 
thing. Protection of the public 
is 
another 
that 
must 
be 
weighed against it. 
Not many years ago, but 
before the Independent-Journal 
adopted the policy of printing 
names of juveniles arrested on 
what for adults would be felony 
charges, San Rafael police 
picked up an 18-year-old youth 
on a charge of contributing to 
the delinquency of a minor. 
That was the polite, legal term 
for an odious crime. 
A check into his record dis­ 
closed this youth had been ar­ 
rested six times as a juvenile 
on identical charges — but his 
name had never been pub­ 
lished. 
Six children in this youth's 
neighborhood became his vic­ 
tims because parents did not 
know of his criminal propensi­ 
ties. 
Then there is the matter of 
parental responsibility. 
Under California law. if your 
property is stolen or vandalized 
by a juvenile, you can sue his 


parents to recover the loss. But 
if you cannot learn the name of 
the juvenile, whom can you 
sue? 
MORE IMPORTANT is the 
danger of secret arrest and 
secret detention. 
As Justice Tom C. Clark 
wrote in the U. S. Supreme 
Court decision in the Dr. Sam 
Sheppard appeal: “ The prinei-. 
pie that justice cannot be 
served behind walls of silence 
has long been reflected in the 
Anglo-American distrust for se­ 
cret trials." 
We need not - look to such 
countries as Russia and Cuba 
to find actual examples of se­ 
cret detention. Howard James 
of the Christian Science Moni­ 
tor. doing research for a series 
of articles which became the 
book. “ Crisis in the Courts," 
found them in several places in 
the United States, and most ot 
those he found involved juve­ 
niles. 
LASTLY. THERE IS a ques­ 
tion whether judges can order 
police to withhold arrest de­ 
tails. although Judge Wilson 
thinks from the California Su­ 
preme Court decision in TNG 
vs. Superior Court that they 
can. 
A special 1967 committee of 
the Bar of the City of New 
York, headed by the renowned 
Judge 
Harold 
R. 
Medina, 
thought otherwise, it held that 
courts do not have “ any power 
whatsoever" over the police in 
the pretrial stage of a case. 
And of the idea that they should 
have such power. Judge Medi­ 
na wrote: 
“ The prospect, in this pretri­ 
al period, of judges of various 
criminal courts of high and low 
degree sitting as petit tyrants 
handing down sentences of fine 
and imprisonment for contempt 
of court againso lawyers, po­ 
licemen. and reporters and edi­ 
tors is not attractive. Such an 
innovation might well cut prej­ 
udicial publicity to a minimum. 
But at what a price!” 
Judge Wilson s cure may be 
more dangerous than the possi­ 
ble injustice he seeks to cor­ 
rect.

Why CSEA Advocates 
Pay-Setting Change 


Columnist Rus Walton Dec. 30. 1971. 
finds fault with state employees’ desire 
to change the system under which their 
salaries arc set. 


He and your readers should know that 
the initiative proposed by the California 
State Employees’ Association did not 
materialize in thin air. 


This salary-setting initiative resulted 
from months of painstaking study and 
evaluation by CSEA leaders in a nation­ 
wide search for new approaches to the 
complex problems of employer-employee 
relations in public employment . .. 


CSEA didn't want the kind of industrial 
collective bargaining which has caused 
so much frustration in Hawaii and Penn­ 
sylvania, nor did we like the New York 
system, with its strikes and turmoil. 


In Michigan, CSEA found a system 
which seemed to work: 
- The civil service commission studies 
prevailing levels of pay and recommends 
salary increase funds necessary to assure 
Michigan state employees are paid no 
less and no more than private sector 
employees doing the same kind of jobs. 
Funds for pay raises go into the 
budget. 
Changes in the salary fund can b<* 
made only by the legislature. 
This is called the Michigan Plan and 
CSEA, with modifications, submitted an 
Assembly constitutional amendment to 
the California legislature last year. 
Although this bill died in committee, 
the Michigan Plan concept was studied 
by A. Alan Post, the state’s highly 
respected legislative analyst. His conclu­ 
sion is instructive. 
“ This measure would have no signifi 
cant long-term fiscal effect,” said Post, 
“ if wo assure that state employee sala­ 
ries and benefits will be adjusted over 
the years by the governor and legislature 
to reflect comparable pay for compar­ 
able work as determined by the slate 
Personnel Board.” .. . 
CSEA agrees wholeheartedly that econ­ 
omy is needed in state government But 
economy in government 
as in business 
requires attracting and maintaining a 
qualifed, competent work force 
CSEA believes the plan evolved in 
Michigan can help provide this needed 
economy in government in California.

THIS IS PRECISELY the fear of many 
sober and influential Democrats 
They believe the result would lie one of 
the dirtiest campaigns in American jeolit 
ical history, with the threat of assassina­ 
tion lurking around every corner. That js 
why in considerable numbers, for the 
most part without fanfare, they are lining 
up with Muskie. This means political 
know-how, money, brains. 
The eut-up-Muskie strategy overlooks a 
very great peril in this year dubious for 
the opposition party. It can mean cutting 
up the chance of defeating Richard Nixon 
in November. The chances are at the.

‘‘If he got sick, he lost pay.” 
MRS. WRIGHT DIDN'T get 
any vacation time either when 
she went to work for the „an 
Joaquin Light and Power Co. in 
1918. “There were no benefits,” 
she recalled. 
By way of acquainting the 
younger generations with the 
so-called good old days, she 
brought a clipping to the Inde- 
pendent-Journal office in Nova­ 
to the other day, with hopes it 
could be printed. 
What she had in hand was a 
page from Women's Household 
magazine of July, 1966, with a 
list of 1872 office rules in Bos­ 
ton, Mass., submitted to the 
magazine by a reader from 
Oregon.

San Clemente. 
He told the Commonwealth 
Club of California that the Pres- 
id e n t’g trip to Peking next 
month was the most dram atic 
new element in the F ar East. 
“This can and should be a 
very significant contribution to 
peace and stability in Asia,” 
Ushiba said. “But it might— 
how ever unintentionally and 
contrary to American desires— 
be the beginning of a process of 
unraveling our mutual security 
in the Far East. 
“ Which of these two possibili­ 
ties becomes a reality, in my 
opinion, will depend in very 
large measure on the real na­ 
ture of U.S.-Japanese relations 
in the critical period to come. 
“ if our consultation and col­ 
laboration are intim ate and 
substantial, and they repose on 
mutual confidence, then I be­ 
lieve we can view the future 
with optimism. 
“But if they should become 
largely pro forma and cosmet­ 
ic, then I would worry about 
what the future holds in store. 
Both of us have far too much at 
stake to risk getting out of 
tandem on the im portant sub­ 
ject of China.”
